In many 
respects a typical Newporler, descend- 
ed from a family prominent in the 
city and State, bis Interests were all 
centered here and bis labors were all 
directed to advance the welfare of tho 
city. A deep thinker, a stalwart light- 
er, and a keen student of hiinmn na- 
ture,-Mr. Stevens'advice nnd opinion 
were freely given In matters of mo- 
meul. His nature wns peculiarly help- 
ful lo others and many a young'ui'au 
received from him Ihe first direction for 
concentration of bis ellbrls along the 
right line.

store must cover Ihe loss of breakage 
and guu'Ril destruction, the 
failure 


of goods to sell and theft 
The cheap- 


er storr* suffer more seriously from 
ililevln;; Ih.'iu ihe higher priced ones 
because their employees are less trust- 
worthy. 
For years the proprietors es- 


timated that tlielr theft losses were 
duo h.ilf to their dishonest employees 
ami tnlf to outsiders, but not one of 
them would venture to estimate the 
total. There Is n curious slandiml of 
ethics aiu'titg' some of tlie employees. 
They do not regard taking; articles for 
their own use as theft, whereas to 
take them for some one else, even a 
member of the family, is plain robbery. 
Almost never are these guilty ones 
prosecuted, even If they are detected 
and the proof is conclusive. They are 
discharged, of course, and notices are 
posted in the dressing room explaining 
the reason. 
But when uu employee 


steals goods to sell and Is caught ar- 
rest follows. 


Professional shoplifters have been 


largely eliminated owing to systematic 
prosecution. By far tbe greatest num- 
ber of thefts committed by outsiders 
are traced to women, usually reputable, 
who yield to a sudden temptation. Inci- 
dentally tlio newspapers never name a 
store In which a person Is arrested for 
shoplifting for the simple reason that 
It would frighten away customers. A 
retail store on Broadway, New York, 
that did a large business was actually 
ruined by the publication of the details 
of several arrests within Its doors — 
Everybody's.

Swimming is oue of the best of exer- 


cises, wbeu piactlstd in moderation. 
It calls Into play all the muscles of tbe 
body, Including those of tbe abdomen, 
which are often neglected, much to the 
individual's detriment. 


It is, or at least should be, of brief 


duration, a rule which is eaeeutlal iu 
the case of all violent exercise. 


The action of the water ou tbe skiu 


has a tonic effect; especially in tea 
bathing, aud with it Is combined au 
air bath, which is of almost equal 
value. The air bulb, it Is important to 
note, should be tnkeu before Ihe waler 
bath and not after it. A gentle run or 
walk of half a mile or soon the heacli 
or along the shore of the river—with 
the head covered if Ihe sun Is shining 
—ib a good preliminary to tbe plunge; 
but on coming out of the water tbe 
bather should at once return lo the 
bath house and remove the wet clothes 
and take a vigorous rub with a coarse 
towel. The habit of sitting on the 
saud on coming out of the water, 
which is so common, is wrong, aud is 
responsible for runny of the bad feel- 
lugs which bathers experience, and 
which makes them believe that swim- 
ing does uot agree with-.them. 


Any form of iwlmmiug Is good, hut 


the beet ib tbe usual way of swimming 
ou the abdomeu, making .vigorous 
movements with ttK r legs, and using 
the arms chiefly to keep the body level 
and the head above water. 


Swimming for a long stretch Iu a 


straight course is less useful for au all- 
round muscle exercise lhau making 
frequent turns. Hy the plan of turning 
frequently, the swimmer remains near 
his compauious aud is ill'leas danger 
if taken with a cramp. 


Some bathers especially early In tbe 


season, suffer from a cbill ou comlug 
out of the water, orsouaetlmee an hour 
or two after. This cau usually be pre- 
vented by a hot drink,—bot milk or 
clam broth or beef tea,—the effect of 
which is to equalize the circulation. 


Bathers who cannot swim—all should 


learn to swim as speedily as possible— 
should exercise energetically while In 
the water, splashing about and mak- 
ing swimming motions. 


The superiority of swimming over 


otber forms of exercise, such as run- 
ning or jumping, has beeu 
proved 


scientifically.
